REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of applicant's amended claims and Cawley Declaration of Biological Deposit in 
Compliance with the Budapest Treaty, including the appropriate assurances, under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .132, filed 
9/22/04; the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for the deposit of biological 
materials and under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. 

As indicated previously, the instant claims drawn to methods of treating Crohn's disease by 
administering anti-CD80 antibodies or antibody fragments thereof sufficient to inhibit the binding of B cell 
and T cells via the CD80/CD28 pathways, wherein said antibody of fragment thereof binds specifically to 
CD80 without inhibiting the binding of CD80 to CTLA-4 appears free of the prior art. Accordingly, the 
instant claims appear to be allowable.
